Increase  In  Vet 
Enrollment  Seen 

.Universities  and  colleges  of  the 
middle  west  and  east  expect  an 
unprecedented  enrollment  of  re- 
turning veterans  as  soon  as  the 
war  is  over,  Said  John  E.  Hayes, 
registar  at  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity, today  after  returning  from 
a visit  to  middle  western  and  east- 
ern universities. 

In  the  larger  cities,  discharged 
veterans  already  have  returned  to 
university  campuses  in  quite  large 
numbers,  continued  Mr!'  Hayes. 

Very  satisfactory  progress  has 
been  made  im  training  of  discharg- 
ed veterans  who  have  lost  legs  and 
arms  with  many  of  such  veterans 
able  to  get  along  almost  as  well 
as  before  the  war,  he  added.  Special 
training  in  the  use  of  office  ma- 
chines and  other  equipment  used 
in  college  training  has  been  very 
beneficial,  he  said. 

Mr.  Hayes  conferred  with  of- 
ficials at  the  US  Armed  Forces 
Institute  in  Madison,  Wisconsin, 
in  addition  to  visiting  the  Univers- 
ity of  Minnesota  and  continuing 
on  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  New 
York  City.

Paul  Duane  Steele,  former  BYU  student  from  Goshen, 
was  graduated  recently  from  the  Naval  Air  Training  Base, 
Corpus  Christi,  and  was  commissioned  an  ensign  in  the  US 
Naval  Reserve,  assording  to  a release  from  the  Public  Rela- 
tions office  at  Corpus  Christi. 


After  being  in  a German  prison  camp  sice  July,  1944, 
Dwight  Packard,  technical  staff  sergeant  in  the  Air  Corps, 
was  liberated  recently.  His  brother,  David,  is  with  the  en- 
gineers in  Germany. 

John  C.  Sundahl,  formerly  with  the  ASTP  unit  on  the  Y 
campus,  was  reported  killed  in  action  in  Germany  in  March. 
Lt.  Sundahl  was  commissioned  in  February;  he  was  a rifle 
platoon  leader  with  the  70th  division  of  the  275th  infantry. 
He  is  the  second  in  a family  of  three  boys  to  be  killed  in  ac- 
tion. 

First  Lieutenant  Lewis  F.  Wells,  pilot  of  a B-17  Fly- 
ing Fortress  of  the  95th  Bombardment  group,  was  award- 
ed the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  for  “extraordinary  ach- 
ievement’ while  participating  in  more  than  30  heavy  bomb- 
ing attacks  against  the  Nazis  in  Europe;  He  already  holds 
the  Air  Medal  with  four  Oak  Leaf  Clusters  and  two  preri- 
idental  citations.  He  is  a former  student  of  BYU. 

2nd  Lt.  Wendell  H.  Wiser,  a B-25  pilot  from  Preston,  Ida- 
ho, has  reached  an  overseas  base  and  now  is  a member  of  a 
12th  Air  Force  Mitchell  bomber  group  which  is  fighting  over 
the  Italian  Alps  in  the  greatest  aerial  campaign'  in  . the  Med- 
iterranean theatre:  the  Battle  of  the  Brenner.

Island  Navy  Yard,  locat- 
ed in  San  Francisco  Bay,  Hun- 
ter’s Point  in  San  Francisco  and 
thirty  civilian  shipyards  now  un- 
der contract  to  the  Navy,  com- 
prise the  largest  ship  repair  facili- 
ty in  the  world  under  jingle  com- 
mand. 

From  the  yards,  now  famous 
ships  such  as  the  USS  BIRMING- 
HAM, the  USS  ALBERT 
GRANT  and  countless  others 
which  must  remain  annonymous 
although  their  exploits  are  equal- 
ly daring  and  heroic,  have  been 
returned  to  battle  fronts,  their 
repairs  completed  in  record  time, 
their  mangled  machinery  and  torn 
bulkheads  removed  and  replaced 
by  newest— equipment.
